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Grant 
comes, 
Etcher

There are no more “if’s” about 
it, East Jordan’s air industrial park 
will soon become a reality. 

The city announced last week 
that it will receive $601,279 in eco- 
nomic development funds from the 
Michigan Community Development 
Block Grant Program. The money 
will be used to make road improve- 
ments and extend water and sewer 
lines and utilities to the industrial 
park. 

The industrial park will be lo- 
cated on a 51-acre parcel of city- 
owned land on M-32 next to the air- 
port. 


The grant application was put 
together by East Jordan City Admin- 
istrator David White and Northern 
Lakes Economic Alliance Director 
Tom Johnson. The commission ap- 
proved the application at its May 6 
meeting. 

In May the East Jordan Iron 
Works agreed to relocate its hydrant 
and valve department to the park con- 
tingent upon the city receiving the 
grant. 


EJIW’s interest in the industrial 
park was a key factor in the grant 
application. Without the serious in- 
terest from a major industry, the city 
would have had little hope of receiv- 
ing the grant. 

The city’s out-of-pocket ex- 
pense for the project will be about 
$75,000. 

On the heels of the announce- 
ment the commission approved the 
sale of a 7.99 acre parcel of land in 
the park to the EJIW for $20,000. 
EJIW plans to move its hydrant and 
valve department to the new site. 

Between 40-50 employees 
would be moved to the new facility 
and 42 new jobs are expected to be 
created within the EJIW organiza- 
tion. 

Ideally, construction would be- 
gin this summer with an anticipated 
final completion date in March of 

1998. 


Recently the city received a 
grant of $2,000 from the Charlevoix 
Community Foundation and a grant 
of $3,600 from MichCon. Combined, 
the two grants will pay for all of the 
design costs for the industrial park. 

Commissioner Lyle Etcher ten- 
dered his resignation from the city 
commission in a letter submitted to 
White Tuesday afternoon. In his let- 
ter Etcher, a commissioner for the 
past eight years, wrote that he had 
sold his house in East Jordan and is 
moving out of town, Etcher and his 
wife Shirley recently built a house in 
Boyne City and will be moving there 
soon. 


Etcher also was a member of the 
appointments committee. The com- 
mission appointed Commissioner 
Jeanette Norton to replace Etcher on 
the committee so that the search for 
an appointee to serve out the remain- 
ing two years of Etcher's term can 
begin. The appointment committee 
will now seek out appointment can- 
didates and will then make a recom- 
mendation to the commission, The 
commission will then vote on the 
committee’s recommendations. 

Any city resident interested in 
seeking an appointment to the vacant 
commission seat should contact city 
hall for further information. 

In other commission business, 
the city approved the purchase of a 
four lot parcel of land located at Eric 
and Echo Streets for $300. 

The property was purchased 
through the State of Michigan Tax 
Sale. White said that the city has no 
immediate plans for the currently va- 
cant property, 


The commission also approved 

a contract to begin construction of 

- sidewalks and road improvements in 

the area of the new middle school. 

The cost of the project will’be shared 

by the city and the school district. 

White said he expects that work to 
begin i in realy July.

consumption throughout his room. In either case, 
a shoveling out was in order. Not in my son’s 
estimation, however. “I don't know why I bother, 
Mom,” he said.

The passage of time has not gone unnoticed 
by our son as well. Knowing that his sister will be 
leaving high school in another year has made him 
a little sad. Even though they have a typical sister/ 
brother love/hate relationship, our son realizes that 
not having his sister around will leave a hole in 
our family. Both kids have vowed to enjoy this 
last year to its fullest. Does that mean no more 
arguments? Probably not. 

What it does mean, however, is that our 
children are beginning to learn that every day is a 
gift. And that sharing stuff with each other will 
only make that gift better.

School which contracts with Boyne City for 


mechanic services. 


Boyne City Schools bus garage supervisor Joe 
Howie has made more work for himself again this 
year, but this type of work he doesn’t mind. 

After a recent Michigan Department of 
Transportation/Michigan State Police inspection 
of all 22 school buses under his care, Howie now 
has to find the time to place “Excellent” stickers 
on each and every one of those busses. But then 
again, Howie has a lot of practice putting those 
stickers on. This is the fifth year in a row that all 
of his busses have achieved the excellent rating. 

And excellent ratings don't come easy. 

’ said Howie, “from 
the lug nuts on the wheels to the windshield 
wipers. He (the inspector) got right down under 
there on his creeper and checked it alll.” 

Maintaining the fleet requires a broad 
mechanical knowledge as the buses range in age 
from new to 19 years old. That means that just 
about every bus is a little bit different. Not only 
are there several different types of engines and 
chassis designs, but the buses don’t even all use 
the same fucl. Some use gasoline, some use diesel 
fuel, and the two 1978 model busses run on

. Howie said that the key to his success is, “a 
good bunch of bus drivers who let me know about 
little problems before they become big problems, 
and the support of the school board and superin- 
tendent.

According to Howie, the average bus in the 
fleet is driven about 15,000 miles per year and 
uses about 60 gallons of fuel a week. 

The most common repair that Howie does is 
brake jabs. Which isn’t surprising since the 
average bus stops about 200 times per day. That's 
36,000 stops in a 180 day school year. 

“T also have to do a lot of work due to 
”* Howie said, pointing to a dry-erase board 
listing about 60 recall jobs he’s done in just the 
last three months. 

“T have at least one bus in here every day,” he

Achieving the five-year mark had been a goal 
of Howie's since he started working for the district 
six years ago. So you might expect him to relax a 
little now that he’s achieved his goal. But that 
won't be the case. 

“T think now I'll have to shoot for 10 years in 
a row. Why stop now?”

Hi-tech animal identification 


Microchipping is one way to keep track of your pet 


Anyone who has owned a pet, 
knows how heart-wrenching it can be 
when your furry friend gets lost. 

While many people who care 
about their pets will fit them with a 
collar with identification tags in case 
the pet ever gets lost, it doesn’t al- 
ways work. Collars and tags can 
break, fall off or even be removed by 
someone trying to stea) an animal. 

However, technological ad- 
vancements in recent years have pro- 
duced a system that can greatly in- 
crease the chances of your pet being 
retumed to you in the event that it 
gets fost. 

The process, known as micro- 
chipping, involves implanting a mi- 


cro chip about the size of a grain of 
rice under the animal’s skin between 
its shoulder blades. Once in place the 
chip is undetectable. Undetectable, 
that is, except for the scanners de- 
signed to read the signal that the chip 
gives off. The chip will not come out 
and has a battery that will last for 
about 20 years. 

Once an animal has been micro 
chipped, the chip’s number is re- 
corded in a registry with the county, 
along with information about vacci- 
nation history and the owner's name, 
address and telephone number. 

Nearly all animal shelters now 
have a scanning device and pets 
brought to shelters are routinely 


scanned in an effort to identify the 
owner. A national registry is also 
available for those who travel. 

On June 14 the Charlevoix 
County Humane Society will be 
sponsoring a micro-chip clinic from 
1-4 p.m. at Danto Kennels, 05133 
Barnard Rd. in Charlevoix. 

The cost is $20 and includes the 
chip implanting and registration. 

During the micro-chiping, the 
Humane Society will also be offer- 
ing rabies vaccinations for cats and 
dogs for $10. Rabies vaccinations last 
three years.

Going where few have ventured 


e loves to sail. 
H Actually there's 

nothing Homer 
Williams would rather do. 

So when the opportunity 
arose to be a part of a sailing trip 
this summer, he didn’t hesitate. 

“If someone is going to pay 
for me to go sailing, I'll go,” 
Homer said. 

But this is no ordinary 
sailing excursion. Actually it’s 
been hundreds of years since it 
was last done. 

Homer, a 1996 graduate of 
Boyne City High School, is one 
of a 12-man crew that in a few 
weeks will launch itself on 
“Viking Voyage 1000." 

The crew will set sail from 
Greenland and follow the route 
of Leif Ericsson, the Viking 
sailor who sailed 1,500 miles 
from Greenland to 
Newfoundland and established 
the first contact between 
Europeans and native North 
Americans. Using only basic 
medieval navigational tools — 
the sun and the stars, Ericsson’s 
achievement even to this day is 
remarkable. 

To commemorate the 
historic event, author and 
adventurer W. Hodding Carter 
has organized a reenactment of 
Ericsson’s voyage in an exact 
replica of Ericsson’s ship. Carter 
and his crew will leave from 
western Greenland and follow 

the Vikings’ orginal route to 
Meadows, Newfoundland, the 
site of the only confirmed 
Viking settlement in North 
America. If successful, it will be 
the first authentic Viking ship to 
do so in 600 years. 

How, you might wonder, did 
a young man from Boyne City 
become a part of such an 
adventure? 

Simple: luck and being in 
the right spot at the right time. 

Last year Homer was 
attending a boat building school 
in Maine, While there he met the 
daughter of a sail boat owner 


who was hiring a crew to sail his 
boat from Portland, Maine, to 
Del Ray, Fla. 

Homer was hired for the 
crew. The trip was to leave from 
Peak’s Island, off the coast of 
Maine, but its scheduled 
departure was delayed a week. 
While disappointing, the delay 
created opportunity. 

During the week Homer met 
some children of a sailmaker, 
who happened to be making the 
sail for the Viking ship. Homer © 
went to the sailmaker to find out 
more about the adventure and 
during his visit he learned that 
Hodding Carter would be in 
town in the next day or so. 

Homer made it a point to 
meet up with Carter on a ferry, 
where he talked with him about 
the adventure, gave him a 
resume, and hoped for the best. 
That was late last fall. 

In April, Homer was invited 
to join the potential crew in 
Maine to learn to sail the boat or 
as Homer said, “it was like 
hazing — to see who stays,” 

The “trials” were held in 
Bath, Maine from April 30 
through May 26. 

Homer made the grade. At 
18, he will be the youngest 
member of the 12-man crew. 
The oldest is 46. Amazingly, 
Homer is not the only crew 
member from northwest 
Michigan. John Gardner of 
Petoskey is also on board. 

The members of the crew, 
Homer said, ‘are all solid, 
strong guys. They are eager, 
willing and fit.” 

It takes a special kind of 
person to tackle such a trip, 
Carter said, and his prerequisites 
for crew members, in addition to 
sailing skills, were a willingness 
to work as a team and a sense of 
humor. In addition to Carter, the 
expedition leader, crew 
members include a 
photographer, a former Outward 
Bound Instructor skilled in 
emergency medicine, a former

That’s where Homer fits in. 

The Viking ship was put on 
a container ship last Tuesday. It 
is expected to arrive in 
Greenland the first of July. The 
crew will be right behind. It will 
take a week to load the ship with 
food, supplies, and 13 tons of 
ballast (rocks). 

Once that’s done, and as 
soon as the ice pack has broken 
up enough to allow travel, 
they’ re off. If, by chance, some 
glitch arises the trip may have to 
be delayed since there is a very 
small window of opportunity 
Mother Nature provides with the 
weather. A week or two delay at 
the beginning of the trip can 
mean problems — hurricanes 
and ice — at the end. The 1,500 
mile adventure is expected to 
last anywhere between five and 
eight weeks. 

The adventure will begin at 
Brattahlid near Narsaq on the 
southwest coast of Greenland, 
where Leif Ericcson’s father, 
Eric the Red, had a farm and 


where Leif started his voyage to 
North America. Traveling from 
Narsagq, the boat will head up the 
western coast of Greenland to 
Sisimiut. From there, the crew 
will sail 150 miles across the 
Davis Strait to Bafin Island, then 
down the coast of the island 300 
miles. The last 750 miles of the 
journey will take the boat down 
the Labrador coast to the 
northern tip of Newfoundland. 

The crew will spend an 
average of every other day on 
land, camping and meeting with 
native people and hiking in 
search of caribou, reindeer, 
wolves, bear and moose. “There 
is as much adventure on land as 
there is in the water on this 
journey,” Carter said. “I want to 
make sure we capture the entire 
essence of the Viking voyage.” 

While Homer appreciates 
the historic value of the trip, he’s 
just excited to be sailing. If the 
trip is successful, it will also be 
great experience and he hopes 
will lead to other sailing jobs. 
One of his goals is to get his 
captain’s license, which requires 
720 days of ocean sailing. 

Homer has been sailing a 
long time, ever since he was a 
young boy. He learned to sail on 
Lake Charlevoix and owned his 
first boat when he was just a 
young lad. 

Homer is also the product 
of a family where adventure and 
sailing go hand in hand. Homer, 
the son of Tony Williams of 
Boyne City and Martha Avery 
Sulfridge of Elbert, Colo., is cut 
from the same cloth of his 
grandfather, Hugh Sulfridge of 
Saginaw. 

He too, is a life long sailor 
and five years ago at the age of 
77 —~ he turned 78 during the 
trip — he was the oldest man to 
cross the Atlantic Ocean solo in 
a 30-foot boat. At age 82 he still 
sails the Great Lakes. 

“He is my inspiration,” 
Homer said of his grandfather. 
“It’s hard to top Gramps, and I 
won't do it with this trip, but it’s 
close. 

“He inspires me to sail.” 

When he’s not sailing, 
Homer makes furniture in his 
shop between Boyne City and 
East Jordan. He'll be working 
there until he leaves in a few 
weeks for Greenland.
